Last evening, at tbo Hebrew Temple, 


Rabbi M, P. Jacobson, of St. Antonia, 
Tt>ia3, delivered a lecture to n large 
audience on tho subject, "The Jew in 
History." Itwas an eloquent disconrso 
and teemed with interesting thoughts 
about that people who have out suoh a 
prominent place iu tbe annals of the 
past. Tbo Jew, bo said, has found a 
place in literature, in aoienco, in art. 
lie has been prominent aa a stiten'-ian
